A Mammoth Cake. 


On occasion of thc marriage of the Hered- 


itary Prince George of Saxc-Moininger^ 
with the Princess Charlotte of Prussia, winch 
recently took place, a cake was prepared, 
which the German papers say well deserved 
tho appellation of "Giant." 
It" measured 


one hundred and thirty-two and three-quar- 
ters square feet. 
In its preparation, the 


artist cook had made use of tho following 
materials :—One hhd. of flour, thirty-five 
ibs. of butter, twelve Us, of almonds, tea 
Ibs. of currants, and 224 eggs. This mas- 
ter-work was carried by ais. men, escorted 
by a band of music, from the confectioner's 
to the castle, and placed in tbe court yard, 
because its size prevented its being carried 
through any door. 
A part of it was parta-- 


ken of by the high dignities in the royal 
apartment?, when the large remaining por- 
tion, with wine, was distributed among the 
populace.

We subjoin some interesting items from 


'this remote but truly wonderful quarter of 
the Union, furnished by tho last arrivals 
From Chains: 


Tho Sail Francisco Herald of the 1st ol 


September contains a table showing the 
rfittiber of passengers conveyed and gold 
dust shipped from (hat port to i'annma, by 
tho Pacific -Mail Steamship Company, from 
April 11, 1849, to July ], ISoO—a period 
of fifteen months. 
The aggregate of pas- 


sengers was 3,355, and the amount of gold 
dustS15,12!),388. Between Hie 15th J uly 
and the 1st September, 1850. the shipments 
of gold in the same line were 84,711,1(52— 
making a grand aggregate, to .September 1, 
of §20.440,550. 
For the i>;us#en<rcrs con- 


veyed bv tlie^e steamers, to and from the 
two ports, during tin's period, the- company 
probably received two millions of dollars. 


Among the crowds of udventurers from 


all parts of tlie world who Lave Hocked to 
t\6 "country of gold dust," the Chinese oc- 
cupy a verv prominent place. 
They took 


part in tin" public demonstrations which 
were made on the occasion of the death of 
the late President Taylor, and their appear- 
ance in the funeral procession is thus noted 
in the California Courier : 


After the citizens, came the nnvelh of 


the day, which was the Chinese delegation, 
some fifty strong. 
Kiehly attired in their 


national costume, with their rich and grace- 
ful satin robes, their long queues, and ce- 
lestial slippers, they were the most unique 
assemblage of the cortege. 
They behaved 


themselves with their ,sual dignity and pro- 
priety, and looked superbly. 


In the same paper we find a brief account 


of the presentation to the Chinese of a num- 
ber of copies of the New Testament and re- 
ligious tracts, printed in the Chinese lan- 
guage, which were sent from the Missionary 
press in China: 


The Chinese Gathering.—A very inter- 


esting ceremony took place yesterday after- 
noon on the Plaza. According to previous 
announcement, the Chinese residents of 
San Francisco assembled to receive, through 
the Lands of his Honor, Mayor Geary, 
Frederick A. AA~oodwortb., and llev. Albert 
Williams, some works, principally of a re- 
ligious character, which had been sent from 
China for their use.—Tliere were perhaps 
one hundred of the Celestials present—and 
we have never seen a finer looking body of 
men collected together in San Francisco.— 
In fact, this portion of our population is a 
pattern, for sobriety, order, and obedience 
to the laws, not only to our otlier foreign 
residents, but to the Americans themselves. 


The Chinese were dressed in the manner 


of their country, but appeared to have taken 
especial pains to rig out to the best advan- 
tage on this occasion. 
The}' were gathered 


in a circle upon the platform, the Mayor 
and other gentlemen bein<j in the centre. 
Mr. TVoodwortli stated the object of the 
meeting, which, was rendered into Chinese 
by a native. 3Ir. Vnlliams then made a 
few appropriate remarks, which the celestials 
appeared to receive with a good deal of sat- 
isfaction.

were then distributed with a word of advice 
to the recipients, to make use of them as 
linger posts to point the way to Ileuveii.
